hands of council. 
Then the garbage 
j question was taken up and discussed 
a t length. H ealth < lith er ( >gden spoke 
in regard to licensing garbage collec­ 
tors. 
He thought it would be a good 
Idea to assign a collector to each ward. 
Mr. Purtnton was of th e opinion th a t 
it was best to go slow in th e m atter. 
It 
was som ething of much conse­ 
quence, and required agreat deal more 
thought th a n a t ilrst appeared. Some 
cities, lie believed, paid collectors of 
garbage, but he knew of no place 
where a regular license was paid. 
He 
suggested th a t it be laid over until 
the next regular meeting of th e board, 
and a comm ittee appointed to investi­ 
gate meanwhile. 
Mr. King said Pittsburg had never 
been regulated bv any special law 
until tills year, b u t lie know th a t a 
contract had recently been let there 
to a Mr. Flinn and his partner for 
such work. 
Mr. Chambers said in be­ 
half of the East End people th a t it 
was all well enough to notify people 
to get rid of the health endangering 
rubbish, hut where were they going 
to put It.
